Bill would freeze individuals' 15-cent rate 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. John 
Glenn, D-Ohio, announced Tuesday he will 
introduce legislation to freeze first-class 
postage for individuals at 15 cents for four 
years. 

The bill would extend the federal subsi- 
dy of nearly $1 billion for the same period 
of time but require stricter accounting by 
the Postal Service. 

The legislation was co-sponsored by 
Sens. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, and Jacob 
Javits, R-N.Y., and Glenn announced that 



hearings will be held next week. 

"In many ways, I consider this an inter- 
im bill," Glenn said. "It's now clear that 
the 1970 goal of Postal Service self-suffi- 
ciency probably will never be realized 
with required labor costs up and particu- 
larly with general support for keeping rur- 
al post offices and maintaining six-day-a- 
week deliveries." 

Glenn said at a news conference that 
freezing the first-class postage rate for in- 
dividuals at 15 cents — recently raised 



from 13 cents — "would benefit the con- 
sumers — most notably those on fixed in- 
come — and help maintain a higher vol- 
ume of mail which is needed to sustain the 
huge system for six-day-a-week delivery." 

First-class postage for individual 
would be established through a separ 
classification in the event of a gen- 
postage increase before September Ij 
Congress, however, would have to appro- 
priate the loss of revenue to the Postai 
Service. 



Colonel starts 'educate AW fund 



FORT WORTH, Texas (UPI) — A for- 
mer Vietnam POW Monday sent a $1 check 
to the Louisville (Ky.) Courier Journal to 
establish what he called an "education 
fund" for Muhammad Ali. 

Air Force Col. Robert B. Purcell, a for- 
mer Louisville resident who spent Vk 
years in a North Vietnam POW camp, said 
the fund was in response to Ali's 35-minute 
meeting Monday with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

During the meeting Brezhnev made the 
former world heavyweight boxing 



champion his "unofficial ambassador for 
peace with the United States." 

Later, Ali said that on being presented 
to Brezhnev, "I gave him a hug and a kiss 
on both cheeks and he returned it." 

Purcell, now stationed at Carswelt Air 
Force Base, said Ali's conduct "makes a 
mockery of the yet-to-be-erected head- 
stone for the 2 million Cambodians report- 
edly eliminated by the newest Communist 
government there." 

The former POW said he hoped the fund 
"could be used to purchase the May 29 edi- 



tion of U.S. News and World Report. Tin 
story documented Yuri Orlov's fate at th< 
hands of Ali's new friend, Leonid Brezh 
nev." 

According to the article, the Soviet dis 
sident was sentenced May 17 to sever 
years of hard labor and five years of inter 
nal exile. 

Purcell said he did not have a "persons 
vendetta" against Ali. However, he s. \ 
Ali was "a visible citizen and people p.; 
attention to what he says, so he should b< 
careful about what he says."

Those Californians who voted for Proposition 13 are still vigorously pummelling 
themselves on the back. Although the effects of that amendment are damaging 
the societal body, the self-satisfied moans of the psychotic voters still over- 
whelm the cautious voices. Hatchet jobs on governments 1 budgets are being ordered 
by fanatic officials who claim to act "in the spirit of Jarvis." 

Unfortunately the members of this jihad are not limited to one cuckoo's nest. 
Professional politicians and professional nonpoliticians happily march side 
by side throughout the state. Normally responsible leaders have given up 
seeking intelligent answers to high taxes and have instead voluntarily 
succumbed to the deliration. 

A few weeks ago Howard Jarvis appeared on the Tonight Show, the invaluable litmus 
paper test of public opinion. Johnny Carson was graciously complimentary during 
the interview, and "people's hero" or similar phrase was Jarvis 1 s billing.
